Once, when Einstein had been

Einstein himself was appalled 
by the great havoc wrought by 
the atomic bomb which fell at 
Hiroshima. One is reminded of 
the great Swedish scientist Al- 
fred Nobel, who invented dyna- 
mite. He was disturbed by the 
use of it in war and weapons 
and used his fortune to set up 
a prize for the person who con- 
tributed most to peace. Ein- 
stein’s one hope was that the 
horror of atomic and the thermo- 
nuclear ‘‘hydrogen’’ might in- 
timidate the world and force it 
to bring order to its affairs and 
relationships. 

As he died, the administration.

the point where it could talk of 
using specialized atomic weap- 
ons for strategic purposes as 
casually as if they were ordi- 
nary bombs such as Alfred Nobel 
knew.

panel will be told that the state 
appropriations for penal institu- 
tions should be increased from 
$1,200,000 a year to a minimum 
of $1,900,000.

tem within the budget appropri- 
ated in 1953,"" Forrester said. 


There are now 3,548 prisoners 
in state institutions operated by 


the Department of Corrections, ex- 


clusive of those in county public 


works camps. | 
In addition to the steadily in-! 


creasing number of persons com- 
mitted to the state penal system 
Forrester estimated that that de- 
partment’s institutions will soon 
have to absorb about 600 prison- 
ers now engaged in highway con- 
struction and work on a 4-H camp 


and Jekyll Island. 


The direcor said plans are be- 
ing worked out with the highway 
department to use prison labor 
for road maintenance which will 
require the cosstruction of 30 new 
camps within the next two years 
at a cost of $1,250,000 in capital 
outlay. 

“We will either -have*to con- 
struct these maintenance camps 
or construct another large prison 
facility such as the one we now 
have at Reidsville, the cost of 
which would be tremendous—in 
the neighborhood of three or four 


‘million dollars,’ Forrester de- 


clared. 


The director said the depart-’ 


ment ‘‘anticipates’’ going into 
small industrial operations ‘‘to 
supply state needs’ and that 
another $250,000 capital outlay 
might be needed for that pur- 
pose. 

The latter plan is only in the 
‘preliminary and_ investigative 
Stages,’’ Forrester said. But he 
declared that inmates, especially 
juveniles, would gain from train- 
ing in a proper type of industry 
that might also benefit the de- 
partment and the state. 

Forrester said $59,000 more 
money is meeded to administer 
the department. The present ap- 
propriation of $115,000, whittled 
to $108,000 by a six per cent 
budget cut, is insufficient, the 
director said. He urged that the 
appropriations for administra- 
tion, including additional per- 
sonnel, equipment, repairs and 
merit raises, be increased to 
$174,000.
